ORDER 

New Delhi, the 15 th May 1958 

S.O. 867.—Whereas the Central Government is of opinion that Messrs. 
Jessop and Co,, Ltd., Calcutta, an Industrial Undertaking in respect of which 
an Investigation has been made under Section 15 of the Industries (Development 
and Regulation) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951), is being managed in a manner highly 
detrimental to the scheduled industry concerned and to public interest: 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by clause (b) of sub-sec- 
tlon (1) of Section 18A of the said Act, the Central Government hereby authorises 
the body of persons whose names are hereinafter specified (in this Order referred 
to as the Board of Management), to take over the management of the whole of 
the said undertaking.
